1. The Information and Privacy Staff will hold a 
symposium at the from 6-8 September 25X1 
(noon, Wednesday rough noon, Friday).

to the symposium which we held in October 1976. As before, 
we intend to improve communications among those in the 
various directorates who devote the greater part of their 
time to FOI/PA requests; to exchange information concerning 
developments in the FOI/PA world; and to identify problems 
which we have encountered in complying with the Acts. 
Unlike the first symposium, however, we will not be dealing 
with something new to Agency experience. We will be ex- 
amining the problems which have developed over the past two 
years, and we will be discussing possible future developments 
and policies.
